Idaho Power's water rif^l at Swan 
Falls Dam was resurrected Saturday 
lniheHou.se.

West German government 
searching for deadly dioxin

MUNICH — Governments In East 
and West Europe have been drawn 
Into a bitter controversy over a search 
for 41 conlalnera ol dangerously con- 
taminated material Trom the site of 
the Seveso disaster In northern Italy. 

Part of Seveso was evacuated in 
July. 1976. after a cloud containing 
dioxin was vented (rem the Icsema 
chemicals factory, contaminating the 
' area.'TliDUsantb of Tann animals died 
as a result, hundreds of people had to 
be moved, some 200 pec^le were 
treated for the sUn disease cbloracnc. 
and the number of babies bom with 
birth defects rose dramatically in the 
area following Ihc accident. 

TTie factory -- tjclonging to a soi> 
sidlary of the Swiss chemicals giant 
Hoffmann-I'a Roche -- was closed 
down, and the German company 
Hannesmann was given a contract to 



dispose of 2.2 tons of material contam- 
inated by the highly poisonous chcrni- 
cal. 

Mannesmann's Italian sululdlary. 
Mannesmann Ilalla. sulxronlractcd 
two other companies - - one Swi.w and 
one French - ■ lo transport the mate- 
rial in 41 containers to an undisclosed 
site. 

The material was loaded in Sep- 
temljer. 1082. and In December Man- 
nesmann Informed Hoflmann-lj, 
Roche that the contract had twcn 
completed . > 

But where was the - material 
dumped? More than six months later, 
the whcrcaljouts of the deadly poison 
remains a mystery. 

It's a mystery the West Gennon 
government, for one. says must be 
- dcanid up.-and it has appealed lo atl- 
conccnjed to help trace the poison as- 
amatteroturfiency. 

Mannesmann and Hoftmann-[..3 
Roche Iwlh insist they lost track of the 



poison once it left Seveso. The two 
sulxrontractors have so far (ailed, to 
cooperate in the inquiry. 

The West tkrman fiovcmment said 
the trail initially Icil to Saint QuenUa 
north of Paris. The French environ- 
menl ministry then indicated lo Bonn 
al the end of March that the waste 
could have found lis way to West 
Germany.

R-fllcr. a 
member of the Uglstalure's l}udr>ct-5CltinQ 
committee. 

"The stale has mandatctl that hy 1085. 
everyone will Ille on their water usea. so that 
all existing uses .can be documented and 
protected with a pormlt." he said. "If we pass 
this, then people all across southern Idaho will 



have to drive either to Idahw Tails or Boise to 
do that Illing. because In reality, we're voting 
here to close the Twin Falls oflice." 

Other opponents arguwl (hat the appropria- 
tion was too low tjccausemoney-is-needed for ■ 
comprehensive water studies of the ffnake 
River system, to address the complex Swan 
Falls water-right dispute and a growing 
concern that the river may hocomc too 
depleted tor irrigation or power Renerallon. 
- Thc-budget - - which also Included funding 
for the Department of Jjnds and the De- 
partment of Parks and •Recreation -- would 
allocate about $2.8 million to the DWR next 
year from the state's general fund. 

That's almost exactly what the DWH re- 
ceived this year a fact that prompts 
several lawmalcers to argue that the iio- 
partment can gel by without closing the Twin 
Falls office. .

year. It docs not cover all our tlxcd costs that 
have increased tremendously." said Ken 
Dunn, the director of the water department.

Grain overpayments total millions

W,\SHINGTON - "PnKcduraJ problems" 
have cost Ihc Agriculture Department 
millions of dollars In overpayments to wheat

— Tbercportliy the General Accounting Office 
says Its study of the deficiency payment 
program uncovered a series of problems that 
Indicate overpayments and underpayments 



have occurred during the nine years of the 
program's existence. 

In Its report to Congress, the GAO estimates 
thot overpayments to wheat farmers ranged 
txtween $15 million and 143 million for the 1031 
crop. ,\nolher KO million to t57 million in 
overpayments are likely for the 1982 crop, the 
report says.

Herbicide price cuts could save soybean farmers millions

Omdals of two of the firms - 
American Cyanamid and B,\SF 
Wyandotte - say the falling prices 
are the result of a price war that 
began when the Elanco Products Co. 
lowered prices last fall on an 
hert)IcIde"USed"prImariIy on soybean 
and cotton fleldi Each of the three 
firms has lowered prices at least once 
since then. 

Bob Book. Elanco's group vice pres- 
ident for marketing, dilutes the 
contention that there Is a price war. 
but- agrees prices have nevertheless 
^dropped between 14 percent and 22 
liercent below last season's levels: — 



And Bruce Hawley of the American- 
Farm Bureau Fet^ratkKi says the 
business competition tbat-hai pushed - 
prices down Is providing "the kind of 
relief that farmen need" from high 
farm operating costs and relatively 
low farm prices. 

"We might call It the old competi- 
tive system at work." he says. 

Farmers stand to benefit with 
savings of about $70 million this year. 
Tom White, manager of the pesticide 
department for American Cyanamid. 
says, adding that maoufactiirers can 
expect to lose a similar amount in 
revenues. 

For an average family farmer with 
. a lOO-acre farm, savings could come 
toabout$120. While adds. 

Ingo Kroeger. group vice president 
of BASF Wyandotte, says savings to 
farmers are likely to vary widely 
from one pail of. the country lo 
anolhcr.

Aycock said, 
adding that they also are trying to determine 
whether excess funds from other stales could be 
used to handle loans for ttie 17 stales that have run 
out of money to lend.

Block pushes imports 
for devel opin g nations 



-WASHINGTON (UPl) -.The push 
by some developing nations to become 
self-sufficient in food production may 
be a remnant of a bygone era.

Modem trade practices may mean 
that the world's major food-producing 
nations — especially the United States 
are _ the _ best _ sources _ of . food . for_ 
some developing countries. Block 
said. 

"If this kind of realization can come 
about, you're going lo see less ot these 
almost ridiculous situations where 
one side is subsidizing to cut produc- 
tion, and one size subsiziding to in- 
crease production." he added. 

He referred to the contrast between 
programs in some nations to ^n- 
coura ge far mers to g row more and 
programs in the United States that 
promise fanners cash and surplus 
crops if they agree to plant less.
